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SOUP DISPUTE OVER — The signing 
of two collective bargaining agreements has 
ended a seven-year dispute between the Farm 
Labor Organizing Committee and the Camp- 
bell Soup Co. The agreements resulted from 
mediation by a special commission, known as 
the Dunlop Commission, established by a 
May 6, 1985, understanding between Camp- 
bell and FLOC. It is headed by John Dunlop, 
a Harvard University professor who had been 
U.S. secretary of labor, and includes Msgr. 
George G. Higgins, a noted labor activist and 
former secretary for special concerns at the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. : 


COUNCIL VISION — The main result of 
the 1985 extraordinary Synod of Bishops was a 
commitment to achieving fully the vision of the 
Second Vatican Council, said Belgian Arch- 
bishop Jan Schotte, synod general secretary. 
Archbishop Schotte was in Southern 
California to address the Religious Education 
Congress in Anaheim. He also spoke to 
priests, Religious, and lay people in various 
parts of the archdiocese. ‘‘There was no 
question of turning back the clock,’’ Arch- 
bishop Schotte told priests at St. Vibiana’s 
Cathedral. ‘“‘Nobody tried to put a limit on 
Vatican II.’’ However, he said that failings in 
regard to the council were acknowledged at the 
synod.

FR. HARTKE DIES — Dominican 
Father Gilbert V. Hartke, who founded and 
was chairman of the drama department at The 
Catholic University of America in Washington 
for almost 40 years, died Feb. 21 of heart 
disease. He was 79. Father Hartke began his 
show-business career as a child actor and 
throughout his life he worked and was friends 
with Hollywood celebrities., He insisted, 
however, that his primary role was that of 
priest. ‘‘I don’t want to be known as a showbiz 
priest. The first thing in my life is the priest- 
hood,’’ he said in an interview shortly before 
his death. A 1936 Catholic University summer 
- workshop was the inspiration for the 
establishment of the drama department in 
1937.

PRIEST ARRESTED — Benedictine 
Father Edward Markley, pro-life activities 
coordinator in the Diocese of Birmingham was 
arrested for failing to report to a county work- 
release program in Huntsville, Ala.. His 
assignment to a work-release program stems 
from a June 1984 assault on an abortion clinic 
in Huntsville. Father Markley was convicted 
of third-degree assault of two employees of the 
Women’s Community Health Clinic in 
Huntsville and ordered to make restitution to 
clinic workers for medical bills and for their 
clothing damaged by paint he splattered in the 
incident. The priest has refused to pay $2,402 
in restitution and the court has refused to 
accept his declaration of personal bankruptcy, 


according to a spokesman at St. Bernard’ ~ 


Abbey in Cullman, Ala., where Father 
Markley lives. The spokesman added that 
Father Markley was not given a date by the 
judge for reporting to the work-release 
program. 


DIFFERENCES SETTLED — The 
Sisters of Mercy expressed agreement with a 
new Vatican statement about what it means 
when the case is settled regarding a Religious 
who signed a controversial 1984 ad on 
abortion in The New York Times. The new 
statement, released in Washington, said in 
essence that cases can be closed when the 
Religious has, to the Holy See’s satisfaction, 
expressed ‘‘adherence to the teaching of the 
Church with regard to abortion.’’ It made no 
mention of ‘‘retraction,’’ a word that 
provoked strong objections when it was used in 
another Vatican statement that became public 
a week earlier. — 
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HOMELESS PROBLEMS — Proposed 
Reagan administration reductions in 
government funding for housing assistance 
“will cause great harm to the elderly 
population of the country,’’ Archbishop Philip 
M. Hannan of New Orleans warned the 
House Committee on Aging. ‘‘Problems of 
homelessness are of tremendous proportions 
already,’’ said Archbishop Hannan. 
“‘Reduction in housing assistance programs 
can only increase the numbers of homeless in 
our American cities and towns.’’ Archbishop 
Hannan testified on behalf of the New Orleans 
Archdiocese and Catholic Charities USA.

Justice, peace work still too ‘churchy’ 


Despite genuine progress in implementing the teaching 
of Vatican II on social and economic matters, the justice 
and peace work of the Church in the United States since 
the council has tended to be a bit too clerical, too 
institutional, too ‘‘churchy.’’ 


Before the council, paradoxically, the Catholic social 
action movement in the United States, although limited 
in scope and burdened with an inadequate, top-down 
ecclesiology, tended to emphasize the laity’s role in 
solving social problems. Today, despite greater awareness 
of the Church as the ‘‘people of God,”’’ there is a tendency 
to emphasize the role of the Church as an institution, and 
specifically the role of the hierarchy and church 
professionals in promoting justice. 


BOTH APPROACHES are valid, of course, and are 
usually intertwined or interrelated. There is, however, a 
distinction between them, and many lay people are 
disappointed that the top-down approach is often more 
heavily emphasized today than before the council. 


I have raised the question of ‘‘churchy’’ vs. secular 
social action because I think it has a bearing on the future 
of the Church’s involvement in social justice. For clarity’s 
sake, let me pose it this way: 


Is it the primary function of church-related social action 
organizations to prepare members to act in the secular 
arena or should their primary function be to make sure 
the institutional Church, particularly the hierarchy, is

IT COULD also be argued that many pre-Vatican II 
social activists saw more clearly than some of today’s 
activists the distinction between ‘‘activism’’ and social 
action. Some of today’s activists put perhaps too much 
stock in the advocacy of this or that form of prophetic 
witness and are perceived as uninterested in long-range 
programs of social education and reform that do not 
produce measurable results in the short run. 


We must be prepared to listen to those who think the 
U.S. church devotes more time, energy, and money to 
training church professionals than it does to helping lay 
people prepare for their role as Christians in the temporal 
order. 

While it would be a mistake to get bogged down in an 
academic debate about roles or to draw too sharp a 
distinction at the practical level, there is a need to review 
justice and peace policies and programs at all levels of the 
Church. Put more positively, we ought to make sure they 


are adequately oriented toward forming authentic and 
autonomous lay leaders who will exercise their apostolate, 
not in and through church organizations, but in the 
secular occupations. 


OFFICES OF the U.S. bishops’ conference have 
already begun to address this problem. They should be 
encouraged in this effort and in soliciting input from all 
segments of the Church. 


The open-ended consultation process the bishops used 
in preparing their pastoral letters on peace and the 
economy is one of the most distinctive contributions of the 
U.S. church to the universal church after Vatican II. I 
think it would be useful to hold such a consultation on 
ways to help the laity become more effectively involved in 
promoting social justice. 


All levels of the Church must intensify efforts to 
develop educational programs in Catholic social teaching. 
We are not doing as good a job at this as we did 40 or 50 
years ago. The pastoral on the economy is an opportunity 
to make up for lost time. I hope the bishops’ conference 
will commit itself to a large-scale program aimed at 
implementing its principles. 


As a church we should increase ways of helping adults to link 


their faith with the major problems of today: peace and 
disarmament, justice, individual versus collective rights.

Catholics embarrassed about ‘making’ 


One word that is on every Catholic’s 
“‘What’s Out List’? these days is 
““convert’’ — the noun. The whole idea 
seems to frighten folks. Some even think 
it is “‘unecumenical’’ to offer to share our 
vision of the Gospel and our commitment 
to Christ in the Catholic Church with 
others. 


The Mormons don’t act that way. 
They have young ‘‘elders’’ marching up 
and down streets all over America with 
their “‘show and tell’’ flannel boards to 
explain their vision of God’s message. 


THE FUNDAMENTALISTS don’t 
act that way. They have TV program 
after TV program on the satellites 
providing the best preachers they have 
offering their brand of Christianity. 


Catholics, however, who are 
numerically the largest denomination in 
the United States, seem to be left in the 
dust when it comes to ‘‘convert-making”’ 
now called ‘‘evangelization.”’ 


Not in the missions. We are all right in 
the missions. We have trained priests, 
sisters, deacons, and lay volunteers to go 
to other lands across the seas and ‘‘spread 
the Gospel.’’ 


IN 1937 the 51-year-old Father 
William H. Bishop founded the 
Glenmary Missioners, the ‘‘Home 
Missioners of America’’ to work in rural 
America in the 1,000 ‘‘priestless 
counties’’ of the country. Today there are 
about 75 priests and brothers and 16 
sisters in the work. 

Nearly 130 years ago another priest, 
Father Isaac Hecker, with five other 
priests founded the Missionary Society of 
St. Paul the Apostle, another home 
mission community known as the Paulist 
Fathers. 


When I met my first Paulist they were 
unabashed ‘‘convert-makers of America’’ 
with street-corner preaching and trailer 
missions a part of every seminarian’s life. 
They are still evangelizing today but they,

too, have dropped the ‘‘convert’’ from 
their writings. 


DESPITE THE clear call for world- 
wide evangelization made by Pope Paul 
VI in 1975, the handful of Glenmarys and 
corporals guard of 240 Paulists seems to 
be the main effort being mounted by the 
U.S. Catholic Church in evangelization. 


As it turns out, historically, we have 
never been much at evangelization at all. 
““We don’t know how to evangelize,’’ one 
bishop told me, frankly. ‘‘We’ve got a lot 
to learn.’’ 


The greatest increase in American 
Catholics came from immigration. 
Millions of Germans, Italians, and Irish 
came from Europe to escape famine or 
firing squads at home, as today millions 
of Latin Americans and Orientals come 
from other continents for much the same 
reasons. 


DESPITE OUR best efforts in the 
past, the majority of converts came as a 
result of mixed marriages — a source that 
has definitely dried up. ‘‘Used to be, for 
every Catholic who left the Church,”’’ 
Father Illig told me, ‘‘three came in. 
Now, for everyone who goes out, only 
one comes in. 


“‘For every 1,000 active Catholics we 
used to bring in 4.3 converts a year. Now 
we are down to 1.8 converts per 1,000 
active Catholics.”’ 


For the past eight years Father Illig, 
founder of the Paulist National Catholic 
Evangelization Association, has been on 
the road two-thirds of the time spreading 
the gospel of evangelization to dioceses, 
organizations, and religious 
communities. 


HE SURPRISED me with his unique 
description of why Catholic 
evangelization is different from all others. 


“*There are three aspects to it: (1) It is 
in harmony with the pope and the 
bishops; (2) it culminates in the 
Eucharist; (3) there is a very Marian tone 
— Mary was the first evangelizer — the 
bearer of Christ to the world.”’ 


He ‘has books on evangelizing 
techniques — both for adults and youth. 
‘TA lot of the best ideas come from our 
Protestant brothers and _ sisters,’’ he 
points out. He has video tapes and 
publications based on looking into the

He is a mesmerizer, too. After you 
finish talking with him, you believe that 
perhaps we really can ‘‘evangelize’’ 
America, if we’d only try. 


He also promised me he would send 
you his newsletter on evangelization if 
you just ask.

In a materialistic age like ours where ‘‘lent’’ connotes, 
for many, nothing beyond borrowing, and “‘fast’’ means 
nothing more than speed, Lent is a season for reflection 
on deeper meanings. It is a period of lengthening days, a 
slowdown season, a time for re-examination of basic 
goals. It is a time of prayer and fasting. 


The biblical meaning of fasting ranges from an 
expression of grief, to a sign of repentance, to 
reinforcement of prayers of petition, to a recommended 
way of preparing soul and body for important decision- 
making. Moses fasted. So did Jesus. So do religious 
people today. 

FASTING CAN be solely physical, - exclusively 
spiritual, or a balance of both. Fasting can repair the past 
or prepare one for the future. Fasting can redirect a 
human life. 


In the early Christian Church, fasting meant 
abstention from sin as well as food. In the modern 
Church, fasting tends to focus on food avoidance as a 
reminder to devote more attention to the works of charity.

This year Lent could hold new meaning for U.S. 
college students (and others) who believe not only in God 
but also in themselves and their capacity to make a 
difference in the world. This year, Africans are starving 
while Americans are discussing obesity as a death-dealing 
threat to their own national health. Fasting, for the 
speediest, best, and brightest collegiate generation this 
nation has ever known, can (and I think must) take on a 
radically new and admittedly frightening form. Let me 
explain. ! 


I BEGAN to notice, in the middle 1970s, that many 
young Americans were caught in a cultural contradiction. 
College students were getting a better education than had 
been available to any previous generation, but job-market 
prospects for graduating seniors were not encouraging. 
Those who found employment (as most of them did 
within a reasonably short time after graduation) were 
earning high salaries, but job dissatisfaction was also high 
and growing numbers of the young were casting about in 
search of ‘‘the meaningful life.”’ 


In other parts of our world, particularly in Africa, Asia, 
and Latin America, urgent human needs for food, 
education, shelter, employment, and health care were 
(and still are) painfully evident. While well-educated 
North Americans were ‘‘over here’’ searching for work 
and meaning, unmet human needs ‘‘over there’’ were 
waiting to be converted into meaningful employment 
opportunities for those with sufficient education, 
commitment, and intercultural sensitivity. 


Before this North American talent and dedication could 
be translated into service in the poorest parts of the world, 
many of our young would have to detach themselves from 
their adolescent dreams of gathering in the rewards of an 
affluent U.S. economic system. Those who would ‘be 
willing to work and live with less could thus be free to 
dedicate their talents to the needs of the so-called Third 
World. How to gain this freedom is a proper Lenten 
consideration. 


TODAY’S CHALLENGE and opportunity can be 
posed in this way. It is time for a small but significant 
reversal of the movement of a century or more ago, which 


saw courageous and ambitious young people leave

poverty of their native lands to settle in this land of great 
opportunity. This interaction of opportunity and 
ambition produced the affluence today’s young 
Americans have come to take for granted. 


Now is the time for a reverse movement away from a 
land of affluence where opportunities are limited and 
often unsatisfying, toward the poor parts of the world 
where service opportunities can provide meaningful work 
coupled with the rewards of a simpler life. It won’t 
happen without sacrifice. In the midst of this cultural 
contradiction there is emerging an opportunity for young 
Americans to fast in a new and somewhat frightening 
form — a fast from affluence, a break not only from home 
but also from homeland. 


A variation on this ‘‘fast’’ is available to those who elect 
to stay here but apply their scientific talent to searching © 
for remedies to Third World problems rather than 
reaping the rewards this economy offers to those who, for 
example, provide health care to the wealthy or research 
those ‘‘new and improved’’ products that are already so 
plentiful they threaten to drown our consumer society. 


THE WORLD food problem calls for research that is 
every bit as important as relief shipments. The world 
health problem can be significantly reduced by civil and 
sanitary engineers who can provide pure water for 
millions of poor people who quite literally drink their 
diseases and die. World trade imbalances can be corrected 
by competent economists and committed politicians. We 
have ‘‘world class’’ catastrophes that call for ‘‘prayer and 
fasting’’ in the traditional sense of Scripture; they also call 
for dedicated competence on the part of generous young 
Americans who feel called upon to help. 


For some, it will be a call to foreign soil, not to visit but 
to stay. For all it will be a call to a fuller humanity and a 
deeper happiness than their empty affluence can deliver. 
It is a collect call, by the way. 


Those who respond to this call with a decision that 
directs their talents and energies toward the problems of 
the poor will find themselves learning more than AT&T 
will ever know about what it really means to ‘‘reach out 
and touch someone.’’ Lent is the time to listen for that 
call.

Father Edd B. Lleva, associate pastor at St. Mary’s, 
was the principal celebrant. Concelebrants included 
Fathers William Ortmann, St. Mary’s pastor; Michael F. 
Gallagher, U.S. Navy chaplain; Dennis Macalintal, St. 
Rita’s associate pastor; King Bafio, Holy Family associate 


pastor; Father Greg Dumbor, St. Michael associate 
pastor; and Erasmo Lapig, Good Shepherd associate 
pastor. 


MEMBERS OF the Diocesan Filipino Commission - 


and the Filipino Cursillo of Christianity pinned yellow 
ribbons on participants as they entered. The ribbons were 
“a symbol of peace and Cory Aquino,’’ said Remy 
Jimenez, Filipino Commission chairwoman. 


Music for the liturgy was provided by the Filipino 
Cursillo Movement Choir. Some songs during the liturgy 
were performed in Tagolog. 


Father Lleva greeted the congregation and announced 
that the celebration was being held ‘‘to give thanks for our 
nation, the Philippines, and the Filipino people.”’ 


FATHER LLEVA’S homily focused on ‘‘peace, 
unity, justice, compassion, and love — not politics.”’ 


A Mass had been planned to pray for ‘‘a bloodless 
rebellion,’ explained Father Lleva. However, thanks- 
giving became the theme after former President 
Ferdinand Marcos fled the Philippines Feb. 25. 


He noted that the Filipino people are now free of ‘‘the 
chains that had been enslaving’’ them for years. ‘‘We 
must work to establish a new Philippines. 


“GOD HAS not abandoned us. He has been testing 
our faith. Like the Israelites God had challenged our 
hard-heartedness . . . for him to guide us to the promised 
land — and now the land of freedom to the Filipinos.”’ 


Father Lleva asked San Diego’s Filipino community to 
help those struggling in the Philippines. ‘‘We who live in 
the land of opportunity should help,’’ he said. 


Applause erupted from the congregation when Father 
Lleva said Mabuhay (Long live the Philippines) at the 
conclusion of his sermon. 


SEVERAL MEMBERS of San Diego’s Filipino 
community, addressed the congregation at the conclusion 
of the liturgy. 


Father Ortmann said that ‘‘it was a joy to host this 
happy event. The valor of the woman, Cory, comes to 
mind. I can’t help thinking that she would say the system 
works and to get involved in the system.”’ 


He called on the Filipino community “‘to bring the gifts 
of democracy from the Philippines and Filipino family life 
to the United States.’? He encouraged the Filipino 
community to become involved in parish life. He hoped 
they would become filled with the excitement Mrs. 
Aquino has for peace, joy, and democracy. 

“YESTERDAY WAS a time for walking tall,’’ Dr. 
Edwin Yorobe said, in referring to the peaceful transition 
of government in his homeland. ‘‘A lowly and 
economically disadvantaged country like ours can make 
its name in history.”’ 

A group of people in San Diego had resolved to pray for 
a peaceful revolution in the Philippines. ‘‘Thank God 
almighty, we are free at last,’’ the doctor of internal 
medicine exclaimed.

SHE SEES a positive ‘‘connection 
being made between parishioners and 
residents,’’ many of whom are families. 
Interaction between the two has resulted 
in less stereotyping of the homeless, she 
said. 


Her hope is that the homeless, who see 
Christianity in action through the 
ministry of church-going people, will 
return to the practice of their faith. 
However, the 14-day stay of most 
residents at the shelter makes follow-up 
on their activities impossible, she said. 

Many Catholics ‘‘think the homeless 
can help themselves,’’ said Robert Besson 
who schedules parishes for the program. 
‘‘They are not a bunch of down-and- 
outers, but people temporarily out of 
work,”’ he said. 

A FEW have obtained jobs through 
their contacts with parishioners, Sister 
Giordano said. 

“‘The important thing is letting the 
residents know you care enough to serve 
them,’’ said Charlie Walton, staff cook at 
the shelter. This will make them feel they 
are okay, he said. 


Walton lived at the Travelator last July 


"and helped in the kitchen. 


“The staff 
gave me a sense of self-worth,”’ he said. 
“The shelter is one big family . . . all 
working together to survive.”’ 


WALTON NOW lives in a near-by 


apartment. 


Stan Eiza, a 31-year-old resident, said 
the homeless at the shelter ‘‘are trying to 
put their lives back together. This is the 
first time in my life I have asked for help. 
I feel at ease here; no one looks down on

me. 


He said if SVDP had not accepted him, 
he would have hitchhiked to Napa seeking 
work to restore flood-damaged property. 
Instead, he has been hired as a 
condominium maintenance worker here. 


EIZA STOPPED practicing his 
Catholic faith in the ’60s. ‘“The world 
was changing, but the Church was 
staying the same,’’ he said. 

“IT feel closer to the Church now. I

Besson stimulates interest in the 
Dinner-a-Year program by calling 
pastors or their designees and making 
presentations at meetings of parish 
organizations. “Most of the responses are 
positive,’’ he said. 


TWO PARISHES formed a partner- 
ship for one dinner — one provided the 
workers and the other, the funds, Besson 
said. 


He believes 52 parishes will eventually 
volunteer. Two in North County have 
already joined the effort — Resurrection 
parish in Escondido and St. John’s in 
Encinitas. 

St. Rita’s Youth Group and St.

‘‘Who could ask for anything else?”’ 


Although the Philippine ‘‘economy will be in chaos for 
a long time,’’ Ruiz said, many San Diego Filipinos, like 
himself, ‘‘can’t go back to share their expertise, even if 
they’d like to,’’ because they cannot financially afford to 
return. 


RUIZ SAID, however, that he and his wife have talked 
about retiring in five years. They are considering 
retirement in the Philippines ‘“‘if things are okay’’ by 
then. 


Barroga said a Ae ae of people had already 
approached him about the Philippine reconstruction 
corps. ‘‘The response is positive,’ he said. 


He explained that he would have been on a plane to the 
Philippines that evening but he needed to form the corps 
before he could go. He had ‘‘to strike while the iron is 
hot’? to form the corps and take advantage of the 
momentum caused by the change of government in the 


Philippines. ‘“When the dust settles, it will be hard to get 
them in,’’ he said. 


BARROGA SAID the ‘‘Church was instrumental in 
bringing about the change”’ in the Philippines. ‘‘Without 
the Church it would have been impossible to get where we

are. 


The MFP founder compared the Aquino government 
to building a house. ‘‘It has the foundation to build a solid 
house,’’ he said. ‘‘Mrs. Aquino has courage and the will 
of the people.” 


Like many others, Remy Jimenez, diocesan Filipino 
Commission chairwoman, had monitored events in the 
Philippines on TV for the past few weeks. She knew the 
end was near for Marcos over the Feb. 22-23 weekend 
when many people, including priests and nuns, began 
forming human barricades to stop the army. ‘‘I thought: 
‘God is not going to permit all these people to die,’ .’’ she 
said in an interview with Southern Cross. 


JIMENEZ SAID that prayer vigils, mobilized by the

The money raised will be sent to 
church officials in the Philippines. 


BERNABE YAMANE, director of the Filipino 
Cursillo Movement, explained that God had answered 
the prayers of many and minimized the bloodshed during 
the government transition. Yamane said one has. to 
appreciate the patience Marcos showed in ordering no 
killing. Mrs. Aquino ‘‘had to pray hard’’ for the change 
in government to take place as it did, he added. ‘‘I believe 
the Holy Spirit has helped her.’’ 


Yamane was disappointed by one or two of the speakers 
who addressed the congregation at the Feb. 26 Mass. He 
felt some of the speakers gave victory-type speeches and 
were inconsiderate of the feelings of those who had been 
Marcos supporters. 


“T thought the Mass should have concentrated on 
thanksgiving,’’ he explained. ‘‘A common problem is 
that, when it comes to politics, people forget the rights of 
others.’ 


FATHER LLEVA said a number of people had 
telephoned after the Mass to say they were disappointed 
with the political speeches that had been given by some of 
the speakers at the liturgy. 

Yamane hopes this will be a time to unite people. He 
believes that San Diego’s Filipino community should 
think about reconstruction in the Philippines and moving 
forward.

To some he was ‘‘a benign monarch’’: while to 
others he was ‘‘a mitered maverick.’’ However, those 
priests interviewed. by Southern Cross remember 
Bishop Charles Francis Buddy as ‘‘a visionary’’ and 
“‘a personality larger than life.’’ 


Appointed first bishop of San Diego on Oct. 31, 
1936, Bishop Buddy led the diocese for almost 30 
years. Opinions and judgments about him are still 
sharply divided. 

IN 1936 the southern and eastern portions of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles were formed into the Diocese of 
San Diego, and Msgr. Buddy of St. Joseph, Mo., was 
named its first bishop. The 49-year-old monsignor was 
ordained bishop in Missouri and traveled to his new 
assignment by train. He was enthroned in the 
Cathedral of St. Joseph on Feb. 3, 1937. 


The new diocese resembled Missouri in some ways. 
The Catholic population was sparse, and anti-Catholic 
bigotry was strong. New factors encountered by the 
bishop were: the size of the diocese, which covered 
25,000 square miles, and a diocesan clergy that had 
never seen their bishop before he arrived on the train 
to be enthroned. 


Referring to his diocese as being ‘‘on the rim of 
Christendom,’’ Buddy set out to learn about his 
church. It was soon apparent that he was an optimistic 
person with a tremendous capacity for work. 


AT THE same time, he could always be stopped en 
route to an appointment, to hear another hard luck 
story or simply to chat with someone who wanted to 
meet “‘the bishop.’’ Buddy ‘greeted these interruptions 
with gusto and gave the impression that he had nothing 
but time: time to be gracious, personable, and 
pastoral. 


All the same, unscheduled encounters invariably put 
him behind in his official schedule and earned him the 
title of “‘the late bishop of San Diego.’’ Buddy was 
aware of the nickname, and retorted that ‘‘only 
insecure people are punctual.”’ 


Those who knew him agree that his schedule 
required heroic energy. Rising early, the bishop would 
conduct morning prayer for his staff and then prepare 
for Mass. The office day included many appointments 
with people high and low, and also some spot visits to 
parishes under construction. Letters were dictated 
while the bishop was being driven to his appointments. 


IN THE evenings there were lectures and talks, 
including his convert class held for prospective 
Catholics from anywhere in the diocese. 
Confirmations, dedications, Sunday Masses at the 
Immaculata and the cathedral, and_ television 
programs filled in any empty hours. 


Buddy also heard confessions regularly at the 
cathedral. When he had finished in the confessional, 
another line of people would be waiting outside for 
financial assistance. Buddy would then produce his 
legendary ‘‘wad of cash’’ to help anyone who asked. 


He was known to be more stern in dealing with his 
clergy than with the laypeople. Buddy kept his own 
counsel and no one can remember a case in which he 
asked advice from anyone. His opinions were definite 
and authoritative, his leadership style imperial. 


“YOU EITHER loved him or hated him,’’ one 
priest noted, ‘‘and often you did both at the same 
time.”’ 

While the priests were often chastised and always 
watched over by the bishop, the laity of the diocese 
experienced his thoughtfulness and kindness in greater 
measure. Buddy was a charismatic evangelist, and his 
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talks encouraged people to approach him with their 
problems. His sensitivity toward minorities was 
pronounced. 


“*He had a love affair with the Mexican people that 
had to be seen to be believed,’’ remembers Msgr. John 
Portman, pastor of Sacred Heart parish in Coronado. 
“*His Spanish was really a mixture of 40 percent Italian 
and 60 percent Spanish. However, when he was with a 
Mexican congregation, the atmosphere was electric 
and the response was overwhelming.’? __ 


HE ALSO was attentive to the small number of 
Black Catholics in the diocese, establishing parishes in 
San Diego, San Bernardino, and Riverside to meet 
their needs. He encouraged a respect for their culture. 


As founding bishop, a great deal of Buddy’s time 
and energy went toward setting up an appropriate 
institutional framework for the Church in San Diego. 
According to Buddy’s vision, the parishes were to be 
small in population and territory. They were to have a 
parochial school wherever possible. High schools were 
also founded to continue the education in a religious 
milieu. 

The most ambitious and controversial of Buddy’s 
projects was the diocesan university, the University of 
San Diego. This institution was to be “‘the shining 
jewel to crown the diocesan structure.”’ 


ENLISTING THE cooperation-of the Religious of 
the Sacred Heart, of whose schools he himself was an 
alumnus, Buddy committed the diocese to the support 
of a school that was to be ‘‘the Notre Dame of the 
West.’’ For the success of the university, the bishop 
relied heavily on the parishes, which at one time were 
expected to send in their collection from the fourth 


Sunday of each month to help finance the school in 
Alcala Park. 


In founding the university, Buddy received little 
encouragement and less support from his fellow 
bishops in California. In this area as well as others, 
Buddy went his own way and was regarded as some- 
what of a maverick by his peers. His relationship with 
the Archdiocese of Los Angeles, for example, was 
always marked by his desire to remain independent 
from undue influence on the part of his larger neighbor 
to the north. 


Perhaps one reason for that independence was that 
Buddy did not seem to have any higher ambition than 
to be bishop of San Diego. While he cultivated a 
certain number of Roman connections, he had a 
limited tolerance for red tape and episcopal diplomacy. 


ALTHOUGH HE was a classmate and friend of 
Cardinal Francis Spellman of New York, he declined 
to make any donation to the Vatican Pavillion at the 
1963 World’s Fair. The suggested contribution was 
$25,000, but Buddy declined to send anything because 
there were so many impoverished people in Mexico 
who could put the money to better use. For this 
purpose he set up a Milk and Bread Fund that 
disbursed thousands of dollars to the needy.

Buddy kept up a wide range of involvements during 
his last years, once Bishop Fuery had been sent to San 
Diego as coadjutor and apostolic administrator. He 
died suddenly while in Banning, where he had gone to 
preach a retreat day for students and teachers, to be 
followed by a confirmation ceremony. 


In his message to the stunned people of the diocese, 
Bishop Furey stated: ‘‘Bishop Buddy’s deeds speak 
louder than words. His labors in the early pioneering 
days of the new Diocese of San Diego, his constant care 
for the poor, his thoughtlessness of self and his 


’ thoughtfulness of others, his contributions to the field 


of Catholic education, especially the University of San 
Diego, by all these will he be remembered by countless 
generations yet unborn. 


May his noble soul rest in peace!’’ 


Met time’s challenges 


On the 20th anniversary of the death of Bishop 
Charles Buddy, we recall his marvelous ministry in 
this ideal community of San Diego, Imperial Valley, 
San Bernardino, and Riverside. 


He met the challenges of his time with courage and 
vision. The heavy burden of establishing a new diocese 
never deterred him from planning for the future with 
the wisdom of a prophet.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (NC) — Pieces of 
rockets and artillery shells that have hit 
St. Joseph University Oriental Library 
fill a display case outside the reading 
room. 


They testify to the civil war 
surrounding the main campus of the 
school run by Jesuits, six of whom have 
been killed during the conflict. Several St. 
Joseph’s students and staff have also been 
killed — picked off along a campus street 
by snipers. 

THE UNIVERSITY is in a hot spot 
— on the so-called ‘‘green line’’ that 
separates Christian-dominated east and 
Moslem-controlled west Beirut. 


Despite the dangers, the Jesuits 
remain, running a~ 5,500-student 
university with schools of medicine, law, 
engineering, and arts. 


Currently, 51 percent of the students 
are Maronite Christian, 37.5 percent 
other Christians, and the rest Moslem. 
The university also maintains campuses 
in Sidon and Tripoli, where recent battles 
have forced Christians to flee. 


JESUIT FATHER Martin 
McDermott of West Hartford, Conn., 
told how he was wounded in the foot in 


1976. 


“‘T got shot coming out of the library,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We usually ran when we left the 
library, but that time we were walking 
because there was a cease-fire.’’ 

Father McDermott recovered quickly, 
but other Jesuits haven’t been as lucky. 

FRENCH FATHER Michel Allard, 
dean of the university’s School of Oriental 
Letters, died when a mortar shell 
exploded next to his bed in 1976. 

‘‘We found most of his body,’’ said 
Father McDermott. 


In 1984, a fellow U.S. Jesuit, Father 


James Finnegan of New York, was on his 
way to celebrate Mass at the St. Joseph 
University Medical Center when he was 
hit by an artillery shell. A shrine marks 
the spot. 


FATHER LOUIS Dumas, former 
dean of the medical school, was killed by a 
sniper while crossing the street in 1975, 
and Father Alban de Jerphanion was shot 
in 1976 after Moslems commandeered his 
car. 


Most recently, Dutch Father Nicolas 
Kluiters, also a Jesuit but not a member 
of the university staff, was tortured and 
killed in the Bekaa Valley. The mutilated 
body of the 44-year-old priest, who 
disappeared March 14, 1985, was found 
on Palm Sunday, April 2. 

Photographs of the body, identified by 
dental: work, revealed that his face had 
been shot away, his fingernails pulled out, 
and electric shock applied to his groin.

He said many St. Joseph University 
classes are held in ‘‘borrowed space here 
and there.’’

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university has had to move out of its 
ordinary premises to a less appropriate 
place,’’ said Father John O’Donohue of 
Worcester, Mass. Father O’Donohue 
works at the university’s Research Center 
for Study of the Arabic World. 


“The medical school was renovated in 
1983, but they had to leave it,’’ he said. 
“*The law faculty and economics faculty 
are still here, but recently some of their 
students were wounded by snipers.”’ 

Father Robert Campbell, a Boston 
Jesuit who works at the Arabic center, 
said the university ‘‘has a very important 
role here.”’ 


‘“‘WE HAVE a desire to work with 
both groups, Christians and Moslems,”’ 
he said. 


“The war has prevented a lot of 


classes in combat zone 


activities,’ Father Campbell added. 
““Nevertheless, the Arab department still 
has Moslems teaching in it and the vice 
rector of the university is a Moslem. 
There’s still an effort to bring Moslems 
and Christians together - for 
collaboration.”’ 


Father McDermott voiced fear for the 
university’s future should the nation 
become a Moslem state like most of its 
Middle Eastern neighbors.

. opening to the West, a university for 


Christians,’’ Father McDermott said. 
““Moslems study here and take degrees 
here, but what would happen if this 
became a Moslem country? 

“‘Where else in the Middle East do you 
see a Christian university?’’ he asked. ‘‘I 
don’t see St. Joseph’s lasting very long.’’

More than 900 Catholics ran a full-page ad in The New 
York Times March 2 to declare ‘“‘solidarity’’ with 
Catholics ‘‘who face reprisals’? from the Church for 
dissenting on abortion or similar controversial issues. 

‘‘Such reprisals cannot be condoned or tolerated in 
church or society,’’ they said. 

THE ‘‘REPRISALS’’ the new ad referred to were 
church actions against some of the 97 signers of an earlier 


- ad in The New York Times about Catholic views on 


abortion. Church officials objected to the earlier ad, 
which appeared on Oct. 7, 1984, because it claimed that, 
although popes and bishops have condemned direct 
abortion in all instances, that is not the only ‘‘legitimate 
Catholic position’’ on the matter. 

Signers of the new ‘‘Declaration of Solidarity’’ 
included 804 people from the United States and Puerto 
Rico and 138 from foreign countries, mainly Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile,and Peru. According to The Times, at least 
five priests and 40 nuns were among the signers. 

The vast majority of signers, three-fourths or more, 
were women. 

A FEW signers apparently did not want their identity 
known. One person signed only as ‘‘A.N.,’’ another as 
“‘Sister Heartily I. Agree,’’ and a third as ‘‘Sister 
Conscientious Objector.”’ 


In its central position statement, the new declaration 
said, ‘““We believe that Catholics who, in good conscience, 
take positions on the difficult questions of legal abortion 
and other controversial issues that differ from the official 
hierarchical positions act within their rights and 
responsibilities as Catholics and citizens.’’ 


The new ad also included clip-out coupons for readers 
to sign and mail, to register their own protests to key 
church officials. 


ONE COUPON was addressed to Cardinal Jerome 
Hamer, prefect of the Vatican Congregation for 
Religious and Secular Institutes, who threatened 24 nuns 
and three men Religious with expulsion from their 
communities if they did not retract their support of the 
original ad. The cases of the three men and nine of the 
women have since been closed with no penalties, but 15 
cases remained unresolved when the new ad appeared. 
The coupon asked Cardinal Hamer to ‘‘reconsider your 
actions’’ against the Religious who signed the first ad. 


A second coupon was addressed to Bishop James W. 
Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. It asked him and his 
fellow bishops ‘‘to protect and defend the right’’ of 
Catholics to speak out on controversial issues ‘“‘freely, 
fully, and without reprisal.’’ 


A third coupon, addressed to the Committee of 
Concerned Catholics, sought additional signatures and 


Consistent ethic offers standard 


SEATTLE (NC) — One of the political consequences 
of the ‘‘consistent ethic of life’? approach is that it 
“provides a standard’’ to judge public policies and 
candidates for public office, Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of 
Chicago said in an address at the Jesuit-run Seattle 
University March 2. 


The cardinal said that applying the consistent ethic 
“‘will not lead to crystal-clear judgments on candidates, 
but it may give the Church . . . a better way to engage 
the attention of the nation regarding the intersection of 
moral vision, public policy, and political choices.’’ 


AT AN academic convocation, Cardinal Bernardin 
received an honorary doctorate from the university. 


The cardinal has been known for urging a consistent 
ethic of life — in which respect for life is a common 
principle underlying ethical positions on issues as diverse 
as abortion, nuclear war, and capital punishment — since 
his December 1983 address at Fordham University in 
New York. 


It is not enough to be interested in several issues, 
Cardinal Bernardin said. The Church should ‘‘point the 
way toward a public vision where issues can be 


- understood as morally and politically interdependent.’’ 


HE SAID he believes the Church’s ‘‘moral vision is 
broader and richer than we have made it appear at this 
concrete, practical level of politics. Precisely because we 
are not yet in a national election year, we need to think 
about how a consistent ethic can be set forth in a 
convincing way.’’ 

Another political consequence of the consistent ethic, 
Cardinal Bernardin said, is that it highlights the unique 
position the Church holds in the public arena. 


He said the Church should ‘‘stress the point’’ that no 
other institution ‘“‘brings together the positions the 
Catholic bishops presently hold on abortion, nuclear 
policy, and economic policy. Our positions cut across 
party lines, and they contradict conventional notions of 
liberal and conservative.’’ 

A THIRD public consequence of the consistent ethic is 


to ‘‘establish a framework where we can test the moral 
Ghurech “in? a 


vision of each part of the 
disciplined . . . fashion,’’ the cardinal said. 
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Critics of his Fordham address, Cardinal Bernardin 
said, charged that he had ‘‘confused two different moral 
issues’’ and had ‘‘expected everyone to do everything.”’ 


Responding, the cardinal said that, having made the 
distinction that taking a life in abortion is not the same as 
failing to protect human dignity against hunger, ‘“‘let us 
not fail to make the point that both are moral issues 
requiring a response’’ from church and society.

contributions for the Declaration of Solidarity. 


THE COMMITTEE of Concerned Catholics was 
formed to generate support for signers of the first ad 
shortly after the Religious who signed were threatened 
with penalties for their participation. Since last summer it 
has been coordinating the campaign to get signatures on 
the declaration and raise funds to place it as an ad in a 
Sunday edition of The New York Times. 


Frances Kissling, a member of the committee and 
executive director of Catholics for a Free Choice, which 
sponsored the first Times ad, said the cost of a full-page ad 
in a Sunday edition of The Times was $36,000. 


A west coast edition of The New York Times is 
published in Los Angeles, and 121 signers, the largest _ 
group from any single state, were from California. 


ARCHBISHOP ROGER Mahony of Los Angeles said 
March 3 that the more than 900 Catholics who signed the 
advertisement ‘‘have demonstrated their disregard’’ both 
for Catholic teaching and for the bishops appointed to 
safeguard that teaching. 

“It is misleading and wrong,’’ Archbishop Mahony 
added, “‘to describe a situation of dissent, even legitimate 
dissent, from authentic church teaching as if it were only a 
matter of diversity or plurality of opinions in the 
Church. . . . The teaching of the magisterium (church 
teaching authority) is not simply one theological opinion 
alongside others; it is, rather, church doctrine. 

The inviolability of human life from the moment of 
conception is God’s plan and is not subject to popular 
consensus,’’ he declared.

Children can be cause of stress in family 


Gather the family, light a candle, say a prayer, and let’s 
talk about children. Children — __behavior/sibling 
-fighting/discipline — represented a high stress in family 
life in my research. Interestingly, communicating with 
_ children appeared as a high stress to dads but not to 
moms. Could it be that mothers feel they are doing most 
of the communicating with children — or even over- 
communicating with them? 


In families who deal well with the stresses of children, I 
‘found a balance of parenting time. In short, dads in those 
| families spent more time with their children than did 
| those in families who are highly stressed by children. This 
' is an area families might examine.

| -have liked more? When could we have made more time 
| for one another? Can we make a specific effort to be 
| together in the upcoming week? 


Because children’s behaviors, particularly fighting, are 
| so stressful, let’s look at how families deal well with these. 
| They set limits, rules and consequences, and they stick to 
them. Probably the greatest stress lies in families where 
rules are not clear and consequences are not carried out 
; consistently. 

; If there is a rule against hitting, for example, and a 
child hits and there is no consequence, the child learns 
that the rule is simply a parental wish, not a limit. 


Talks With Parents

IT’S A LITTLE like the way adults observe traffic 
rules. If the speed limit is 55 mph and everyone drives 65 
mph without being stopped, we realize that the rule is 
negotiable because it isn’t enforced. However, in areas 
where we know 55 mph is enforced, we slow down. We 
get very good at learning in which areas traffic officers 
mean business. So it is with children. 


Another characteristic of families who deal well with 
children is that they tend to negotiate rules and 
consequences with children mutually rather than having 
parents arbitrarily set rules. This leads to earlier self- 
discipline in children. 


For instance, these parents, instead of saying, ‘“You 
will be in by eleven,’’ may ask, ‘‘When do you think you 
should be in?”’ . 


IF THE youngster replies, ‘“3 a.m.,’’ these parents 


respond, ‘‘We see you aren’t ready to be part of rule- 
setting yet.’’ It only happens once. 


? 


On the other hand, the child might say, ‘‘10:30.’’ If 
parents agree and the child gets in at 11:30, they mutually 
negotiate a consequence, saying something like, ‘‘What 


do you think should be the consequence of your being an 
hour late?’’ Often children choose more severe 
consequences than parents but parents always retain the 
ultimate right to decide. 


Finally, parents who deal well with children do not 
refight issues. Daily hassles over chores, responsibilities, 
and behaviors cause great family stress. Parents get 
exceedingly weary from arguing who is supposed to do 
this or that and from stopping fights. ‘‘I get so tired of it, I 
just give in,’’ was a response I heard from many highly- 
stressed parents. s

Community ‘celebrates’ eucharist with priest

In the lexicon of the Church, are 
these two phrases synonymous, or is 
the sacramental priesthood being 
confused with the priesthood of the 
people? (Illinois) 


ANSWER: I’m surprised that you are 
only now hearing this terminology. It has 
been common in the “‘lexicon’’ for some 
years. 


The designation of the priest as 
presider or presiding priest is used for at 
least two good reasons, which tie closely 
together. First, the priest is not the only 
celebrant of the Eucharist. It is quite 
proper, and in fact necessary if we are to 

“remain faithful to Christian tradition, .to 
say that the entire community gathered 
around the altar in faith is celebrating that 
faith by hearing God’s Word and by 
offering the Eucharist. 


THIS REALITY is made clear count- 
less times in the liturgy, especially in the 
eucharistic prayers. The first eucharistic 
prayer (the so-called Roman Canon,

which was the only one used for some 
centuries before Vatican II), for example, 
makes abundantly clear that while the 
priest is doing the speaking, he is acting 
and speaking for all. 

“All of us 
you... offer 
praise,’’ it says.

‘‘Father, accept this offering from your 
whole family,’’ it repeats later. 


Second, therefore, the priest is 


- appropriately and accurately described as 


the presider at the celebration, the one 
who, as the dictionary says, occupies the 
place of leader and directs the 
proceedings. 


The General Instruction of the Roman 
Missal makes clear that this is precisely 
what the priest was ordained to do. 
“Within the community of the faithful a 
presbyter also possesses the power of 
orders to offer sacrifice in the person of 
Christ. He presides over the assembly 
and leads its prayer, proclaims the 
message of salvation, leads the people in 
offering sacrifice through Christ in the 
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fulfilling that role, however, he is not 
doing something for the community, as 
the word celebrant might seem to 
indicate. 

Designating him as the presiding priest 
of the community, of which he is a 
member through baptism, describes more 
accurately and fully his true role in the 
eucharistic liturgy. 


‘SAT THE Eucharist, he should serve 
God and the people with dignity and 
humility. By his actions and by his 
proclamations of the word he should 
impress upon the people the living 
presence of Christ’’ (No. 60).

Estudiantes de parroquias 
pobres aprenden tan rapido 
como sus companeros ricos 


WASHINGTON {NC) — Los 
estudiantes de escuelas secundarias 
catdlicas de familias de bajo ingreso 
econdmico aprenden en la misma pro- 
porcién que los alumnos con familias de 
ingresos econdmicos mas altos, establece 
un nuevo estudio realizado por la Asocia- 
cidn Nacional de Educacidn Catodlica. 


El estudio, el cual observa el rol de las 
escuelas catdlicas en la misidn de la Iglesia 
ante el pobre, encontré que el promedio 
de ingreso econdémico familiar en un 
cuerpo de estudiantes no es un factor 
necesariamente determinante en las 
escuelas catodlicas. 


‘“*ESCUELAS SECUNDARIAS

Bajo Ingreso Econémico’’ fue publicado 
por la Asociaciédn Nacional de Educacién 
Catdlica en Washington. Los 
investigadores encuestaron a 910 
directores de escuelas secundarias, a 938 
profesores y a 7,751 estudiantes. 


La investigacién de escuelas catdlicas 


encontr6é que, diferente a la situacidn de 
otras escuelas, ‘‘el ingreso econédmico no 
tiene un efecto depresivo sobre la tasa de 
aprendizaje en los jévenes,’’ dijo Michael 
Guerra, director del proyecto de la 
Asociacién. ‘‘Los nifios pobres hacen el 
mismo progreso’’ como los estudiantes 
mas ricos durante el mismo tiempo en las 
escuelas catdlicas. 


Guerra dijo que los estudiantes mas 
pobres también tienen éxito por el alto 
estandard académico que ‘‘no diferencia 
aun grupo particular de alumnos,’’ por el 
fuerte apoyo que reciben de la comunidad 
y porque los profesores se envuelven en la 
vida de sus alumnos y esperan alto rendi- 
miento.

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The puffy white contrail leading to the 
horned ball of smoke reminded me of a 
snail. The lazy snail, however, took on a 
malevolent image when the contents of 
the head were recalled: a shattered shuttle 
housing seven men and women. 


Seeing the fiery chariot once was 
enough for me, but TV news shows 
insisted on endlessly re-running the clip at 
normal speed, in slow motion, and in 
stop-action. During one _ half-hour 
broadcast, the final moments of the 
Challenger were shown four times. I 
finally began turning my head or closing 
my eyes. 

WHAT DID you think of the TV 
coverage of the shuttle tragedy a month 
ago? I would give the networks, including 
CNN, pretty high marks for their on-the- 
spot response to the event. In the first 
hours after the explosion, a number of 
angles were covered, including the one 
that became unique to this event: how it 
would affect children, many of whom had 
watched the disintegration live on TVs in 
their classrooms. 


Did we need the constant reruns of the 
scene? Did we need any cameras on 


Christa McAuliffe’s parents as they 
realized what had happened? Did we need 
live coverage of news conferences at 
which nothing of importance was said? 
Did we need to hear White House 
journalists questioning Larry Speakes

about what the President said when he 
heard the news? 


All these questions, I believe, fall into 
the area of overkill, of which television is 


“so often guilty. The sterling job they do 


with immediate information is often 
tarnished by their desire to say it over and 
over and over. Think back on the 
assassination attempt on President 
Reagan. How many times have you seen 
that particular tape? How many more 
times will we see the shuttle crew 
evaporate in the sky? 


TV’S INITIAL coverage of the 
shuttle launch, of course, was innocent 
and the affect on children of the live 
explosion is no one’s fault. To what 
extent though did the repetitions serve to 
heighten the grief and sorrow of 
youngsters? To find out some answers, I 
spoke recently with Sister Anne Bryan 
Smollin, a Mercy Sister who is a 
psychologist. The director of counseling 
for the laity in Albany, N.Y., diocese, she 
often works with children who are 
experiencing emotional problems. 


She pointed out that the publicity 
involving a teacher in space reinforced 
children’s natural affection for the space 
program, which fascinates them for its 
adventure and newness. 


““There was so much enthusiasm and 
publicity attached to that launch,”’ she 
explained. ‘‘It was almost like pride for 
the children to have a teacher in space, so 
it became even more real for them.”’ 


IRONICALLY, THE disaster, 
initially anyway, subtracted reality, she 
believes. 


‘“Television deaths are so common that 
the reality of the event takes time to sink 
in,’’ Sister Anne said. ‘‘Children had to 
realize that it was not a one-time TV 
movie.”’

where Jesus spent his last days on earth;

She said that the follow-up memorials 
helped to do that. She also thinks that the 
response of the world helped children. - 

““EVERYTHING WAS put on hold,”’ 
she recalled. ‘“The world stopped and TV 
kept it in front of us.”’ ; 

That demonstrated how the reality of 
death differs from the fantasy deaths of 


‘television. In fact, a few days after the 


explosion, several cable movie services 
ran ‘“The Empire Strikes Back,’’ which 
contains several scenes of the destruction 
of spacecraft. The difference between 
those fake destructions and the 
Challenger was obvious. 


Sister Anne noted that parents who 
ignore the event or switch off the 
television when the scenes are shown are 
not helpful. ‘‘If we do that,’’ she 
explained, ‘‘we’re saying we don’t want 
to talk about it or we don’t have feelings. 
To remove a child from the national 
mourning is not good. We’re suffering, 
praying, and crying together. To exclude

TV’s coverage often borders on overkill — 


the child is not just.”’ 


THE PROBLEM that TV caused by 
being there can be somewhat alleviated by 
TV’s presence through the grief process. 


One more point should be made: for 
the most part, we wanted TV to show us 
the images of what happened, how people 
responded, what was being done to 
correct it, who felt which emotions and 
why it happened. There was a pride in the 
space program and we wanted to know 
how this failure was being dealt with. 


We don’t have the same unity about 
other events, therefore, we don’t have the 
same reaction to how TV covers them. 
When TV _ shows us mutilations in 
Nicaragua or earthquake victims in 
Mexico or the remains of aborted babies, 
we have the tendency to blame TV for 
what’s happening. If the camera were not 
there, there would be nothing to 
photograph, we sometimes think. 


In the wake of the shuttle coverage, 
let’s re-think that.
